more  than  a century  have  the  ancient,  hon- 
orable  and  imperishable  tenets  of  Freemasonry 


exerted  their  influence  upon  the  citizens  of 
Kingsbury,  and  during  that  time  four  Masonic  organi- 
zations have  been  incorporated  and  instituted  among 
them.  The  first  two  of  these  organizations  succumbed 
to  the  fierce  and  relentless  persecution  which  followed 
the  so-called  Morgan  excitement  begining  in  1827; 
while  the  two  which  arose  from  the  smouldering  em- 
bers of  those  covered  fires  still  keep  their  lights  un- 
dimmed; their  altars  honored;  their  mysteries  and 
traditions  untarnished  and  unimpared. 

The  first  Masonic  Lodge  in  this  vicinity  was  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  11,  which  received  authority  from 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  July  12, 
1785,  and  the  town  of  Fort  Edward  was  designated  as 
its  place  of  meeting. 
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The  jurisdiction  of  Washington  Lodge  in  its  earli- 
est years,  embraced  a very  extensive  territory,  and  its 
membership  included  many  of  the  influential  and  lead- 
ing men  of  this  and  the  adjacent  counties.  Many  rep- 
resentative citizens  of  Kingsbury  were  enrolled  among 
its  most  devoted  members  until  March  6,  1793,  when 
authority  was  granted  them  for  a Lodge  to  be  held  in 
the  town  of  Kingsbury.  Its  warrant  was  issued  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  June  6,  1793,  and  was  signed  by 

M.\  W.-.  Robert  R.  Livingston,  Gr.  Master; 

R.*.  W.*.  Peter  McDougall,  ])ep.  Gr.  Master; 

R.‘.  W.*.  Jacob  Montgomery,  Sr.  Gr.  Warden;

R.*.  W.‘.  John  Abrams,  Gr.  Secretary. 

This  warrant  empowered  John  Yernor,  Worship- 
ful Master;  Samuel  Harris,  Senior  Warden;  Joseph 
Adams,  Junior  Warden,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
to  hold  a lodge  in  the  town  of  Kingsbury  under  the  name 
and  stile  of  Livingston  Lodge,  No.  28.  Unfortunately  the 
records  of  this  lodge  from  the  date  of  its  institution 
until  1817  can  not  be  found.  Diligent  search  and  pa- 
tient inquiry  for  many  years  have  failed  to  discover 
their  whereabouts,  although  the  hope  has  never  been 
abandoned  “that  time,  patience  and  perseverance.

which  accomplish  all  things,  may  yet  discover  and 
bring  them  to  light.” 

The  original  warrant  of  Livingston  Lodge,  its  rec- 
ords from  January  28,  1817,  and  its  b}Maws  adopted 
March  18,  1817,  are  jealously  guarded  among  the  arch- 
ives of  its  successor,  Sandy  Hill  Lodge,  No.  372. 

These  records  show  that  for  some  time  previous  to 
1817  Livingston  Lodge  was  dormant  and  inoperative. 
Tliis  period  of  inactivity  was  probably  of  brief  dura- 
tion only,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  sum  of  $31.81 
< was  suflicient  to  wipe  out  all  dues  and  arrearages  to  the 

Grand  Lodge.

The  Worsliipful  Master  presiding  then  read  a commun- 
ication from  the  Grand  Secretary  stating  that  the  peti- 
tion of  Brothers  John  Moss,  Micajah  Pettit,  Roswell 
Weston,  Nathaniel  Pitcher,  Luther  Wait,  Charles 
White,  Alanson  Fox,  Nathan  Nichols  and  Matthew  D. 
Danvers  for  the  Revival  of  Livingston  Lodge,  No.  28, 
had  been  considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  had  been  pleased  to  grant  the  prayer  of, 
and  to  authorize,  the  petitioners  to  revive  and  reor- 
ganize the  said  lodge  on  payment  of  the  sum  of  Thirty- 
one  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  in  lieu  of  all  dues  and 
arrearages  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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“Brother  John  Moss  (or  Morse)  was  then  duly  in- 
stalled Master;  Charles  White,  Senior  Warden;  Luther 
Wait,  Junior  Warden;  Darius  Sherrill,  Treasurer;  Mat- 
thew D.  Danvers,  Secretary. 

“Committees  were  then  appointed,  viz:  Brothers 

Sherrill  & Danvers  to  examine  into  the  state  of  the 
funds  at  the  time  the  lodge  lately  discontinued  working. 
Bros.  The  Senior  & Junior  Wardens  & Secretary  to 
Draft  and  dijest  a Code  of  By-Laws.  Brothers  The 
Senior  Warden  & Pettit  to  provide  suitable  furniture 
and  to  select  a convenient  place  to  hold  the  Communica- 
tions of  the  Lodge.” 

“ISIarch  26,  1817. 

“The  committee  appointed  to  procure  a convenient 
room  in  which  to  hold  Lodge  meetings  report  in  favor 
of  Solomon  C.  Prouty’s  assembly  Room.” 

“July  1,  1817. 

“Resolved  that  Bros.  J.  Morse  & C.  White  be  a 
committee  to  examine  the  upper  rooms  of  Mr.  Stone’s 
house  and  to  confer  with  him  as  to  terms  upon^  which 
the  same,  if  suitable,  may  be  obtained  for  holding  the 
communications  of  this  Lodge.” 

“Dec.  18,  1817. 

“Resolved  that  Brothers  M.  D.  Danvers,  C.  White 
and  L.  Wait  be  a committee  to  negotiate  a loan  from 
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Washington  Lodge  or  Hamilton  Lodge  (Glens  Falls,)  of 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.” 

“Aug.  18,  1818. 

“Resolved  that  M.  D.  Danvers,  Charles  White  & J. 
B.  Lathrop  be  a committee,  with  full  power,  to  confer 
and  negotiate  with  Washington  Lodge,  or  such  com- 
mittee as  they  may  appoint,  on  the  subject  of  consoli- 
dating the  two  Lodges.” 

“Dec.  27,  1819. 

“The  W.  Master  called  the  Lodge  from  Labour  to 
Refreshment  for  two  hours.  And  During  that  time  a 
a procession  of  the  Brethren  was  formed  and  proceeded 
to  the  Court  House,  where  an  eloquent  and  verry  able 
sermon  was  delivered  By  the  Rev.  Phil.  Duryee  of  Sar- 
atoga, and  also  a most  impressive  and  eloquent  oration 
on  the  subject  of  Masonry  by  P.‘.  W.*.  M.*.  Brother 
Robert  Wilkinson.” 

“March  15,  1820. 

“Resolved  That  The  Committee  appointed  on  the 
18th  day  of  January  last  to  Investigate  the  Notes  & 
Accounts  and  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  furniture 
lately  the  property  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  11,  and 
now  in  possession  of  this  Lodge,  and  to  confer  with 
them  on  the  subject  of  uniting  with  this  Lodge  be  re- 
quested to  Report  &c. 
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“Whereupon  That  Committee  made  a report  so  far 
as  relates  to  the  notes,  act’s.  & furniture  of  Washington 
Lodge,  and  requested  instruction  in  relation  to  their 
future  proceedings.” 

“April  4,  1820. 

“Bro.  Averill  of  the  committee  appointed  on  the 
18th  Jan’y  last  to  confer  with  the  members  of  the  late 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  11,  on  the  subject  of  uniting 
with  this  Lodge,  &c.  made  a further  report.  That  the 
committee  have  seen  several  of  the  Brethren  of  that 
Lodge,  that,  from  the  best  information  which  could  be 
obtained,  a large  majority  of  those  members  are  in  fa- 
vour of  uniting  with  this  Lodge,  and  also  of  this  Lodge 
retaining  and  useing,  as  its  own  property,  the  furniture, 
jewels,  funds  &c.  transfer'd  from  that  Lodge  to  this.” 

“May  16,  1820. 

“Resolved  that  the  committee  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  Brethren  from  Kingsbury  on  the  subject  of 
removing  this  Lodge  to  that  place  be  requested  to  Re- 
port &c.  Whereupon  Brother  Danvers  of  that  commit- 
tee Reports  that  the  Brethren  from  Kingsbury  have 
accepted  the  terms  lately  proposed  by  this  committee 
for  removing  the  charter  of  this  Lodge  and  for  selling 
to  the  said  Brethren  the  Furniture,  Jewells  &c.  of  this 
Lodge  as  mentioned  in  the  schedule  shown  to  them,  and 


li 
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that  they  have  agreed  with  this  committee  to  give  their 
note  for  the  said  furniture  <fec.  payable  in  two  years  for 
Thirty  Six  Dollars  for  the  same,  and  that  the  said 
Brethren  propose  taking  the  Books  of  Records  & Ac- 
counts and  to  pay  for  or  obtain  others  of  equal  value 
in  lieu  thereof.  All  which  is  respectfully  submitted 
&c.  Whereupon  Resolved  that  the  above  Report  be 
and  is  hereby  accepted.  Resolved  that  we  receive  the 
applications  of  the  Brethren  from  Kingsbury  to  wit 
Warren  F.  Hitchcock,  Henry  L.  Storm,  Reuben  Willough- 
by, Noble  B.  Hitchcock,  Layton  Bentley,  Hiram  Cole 
and  Park  Freeman  petitioning  to  become  mem1)ers  of 
this  Lodge.  Whereupon  they  subscribed  to  the  Bye 
Laws  and  were  declared  duly  elected. 

“The  W.  Master,  Charles  White; 

Sen’r  Warden,  M.  D.  Danvers; 

JunV  Warden,  H.  C.  Breese 
and  others  all  Resigned  as  officers  of  this  Lodge. 
Whereupon  Resolved  that  we  proceed  to  elect  officers 
to  fill  the  vacancies  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
the  officers  above  mentioned  and  to  govern  this  Lodge 
the  remainder  of  the  present  year.  Whereupon  pro- 
ceeded to  Ballott  and  on  taking  the  canvass  the  follow- 
Brethren  were  declared  dulv  elected,  to  wit;  Warren 
F.  Hitchcock,  W.  Master;  Reuben  Willoughby,  Sen’r 
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Warden;  Henry  L.  Storm,  Jnii'r  Warden,  all  of  whom 
were  duly  installed  in  their  Respective  offices. 

“Resolved  that  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  remove 
this  Lodge  at  a future  period  to  the  Dwelling  House  of 
Salmacius  Bardwell  in  Kingsbury.’’ 

“June  6,  1820. 

“Resolved  that  all  the  furniture,  property,  funds 
and  demands  of  this  Lodge  excepting  such  articles  as 
are  mentioned  in  a schedule  now  in  the  possession  of 
Brother  Hiram  Cole,  be  and  they  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  11. 

“Resolved  that  from  this  time  the  communications 
of  this  Lodge  be  held  at  the  house  of  Salmacius  Bard- 
well in  Kingsbury.” 

“Dec.  IT,  1823. 

“Resolved  that  the  future  communications  of  this 
Lodge  be  held  at  the  house  of  Win.  Colvin,  Esq.,  in 
this  town.  Br.  John  H.  Beach,  Thomas  Vaughn  & 
Theodore  Cross  be  a committee  of  arrangements  to- 


ward the  object  of  the  removal.” 

“March  27,  1827. 

“On  motion  resolved  we  appoint  Bros.  N.  P.  Col- 
vin, George  Forbes,  & John  G.  Ta}  lor  as  a committee 
to  draft  resolutions  expressive  of  the  sense  of  this  Lodge 
on  the  several  charges  preferred  against  Masons  b}" 
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their  enemies  relative  to  the  abduction  & probable 
murder  of  Capt.  William  Morgan.” 

“April  7,  1830. 

“Resolved  we  think  it  not  expedient  to  act  on  the 
petition  of at  this  time  & that  it  be  post- 

poned until  some  more  proper  time.” 

The  following  is  a minute  from  the  record  of  the 
last  meeting  of  Livingston  Lodge  of  which  there  is  any 
evidence: 

“June  2,  1830. 

“Resolved  that  Brothers  Erastus  Day,  James  W. 
Patten,  Hiram  Colvin,  Elisha  M.  Forbes,  William  Col- 
vin, George  Forbes,  Nathan  P.  Colvin,  Asahel  Potter, 
Zachariah  Fisher  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  dele- 
gates to  meet  in  convention  at  Hide’s  in  Hartford  on 
the  10th  day  of  June  instant  for  the  Benefit  of  Masonry.” 


As  we  have  already  seen,  the  last  meeting  of  Liv- 
ingston Lodge  held  in  Sandy  Hill  was  on  June  6th,  1820. 
Those  officers  and  members  who  resided  in  and  near 
the  village,  and  who  resigned  and  withdrew  from 
Livingston  Lodge  at  its  communication  held  on  May 
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16th,  a few  days  later  affiliated  with  Washington  Lodge, 
No.  11,  which,  up  to  this  time,  had  had  its  home  at  Fort 
Edward. 

B}’’  and  with  the  consent  of  all  concerned,  Washing- 
ton Lodge  was  then  brought  to  Sandy  Hill,  where  it 
continued  to  hold  its  communications  until  it  finally  sus- 
pended work  nine  years  later. 

Its  first  meeting  held  in  Sandy  Hill  was  on  May  22, 
1820,  at  which  time  the  same  brethren  who  had  so  re- 
cently resigned  and  demitted  from  Livingston  Lodge  be- 
came its  officers  and  most  active  members.

“Sept.  26,  1820. 

“Resolved  that  the  balance  now  duo  to  Bro.  Ray- 
mond for  Room  Rent  be  paid  to  him  up  to  this  date.” 

“Octo.  31,  1820. 

“Resolved  that  a committee  of  One  be  appointed 
to  confer  with  Bro.  Russell  Clark  on  the  subject  of 
Hiring  the  room  we  now  occupy  as  a Lodge  Room  and 
to  ascertain  his  terms  and  report  the  same  to  the  Lodge.” 

“Dec.  9,  1820. 

“A  communication  was  read  from  the  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  at  Glens  Falls  requesting  the  attendance  of 
the  members  of  this  Lodge  at  the  approaching  Anniver- 
sary of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. 

“Whereupon  Resolved  that  the  said  invitation  be 
accepted.” 

“Aug.  27,  1822. 

“Resolved  that  this  Lodge  be  removed  from  its 
present  place  of  Sitting  to  the  House  now  occupied  by 
Mercy  Doty,  in  Sandy  Hill. 

“Resolved  that  the  Secretary  pay  from  the  funds  of 
the  Lodge  what  shall  be  found  Due  to  Brother  Clark 
for  Room  Rent.” 
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“Dec.  16,  1823. 

“ A communication  rec’d  from  Glens  Falls  Chapter 
requesting  our  attendance  at  the  celebration  of  St.  John 

on  the  27th  inst.  was  read. 

“Res’d  That  the  SecV  iiiforrn  the  Brethren  at  Glens 

Falls  as  near  as  possible  the  probable  number  that  will 
attend  on  that  day.” 

“Nov.  23,  1824. 

“Res’d  that  this  Lodge  celebrate  the  approching 

anniversary  of  St  John  the  Evangelist. 

“Res’d  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  inform 
neighboring  Lodges  the  intention  of  this  lodge  to  cele- 
brate &c.  & to  request  their  attendance.” 

“Dec.  20,  1825. 

“Res’d  that  the  committee  appointed  to  confer  with 
Br.  Sherrill  in  relation  to  the  room  report.  Said  Com. 
report  that  the  room  may  be  had  on  the  same  terms  as 
heretofore — viz.  $20  per  year.” 


The  last  meeting  of  Washington  Lodge,  of  which 
there  is  any  record,  was  held  June  16th,  1829,  when  it 
was  “Resolved  that  the  hour  of  meeting  during  the 
summer  months  be  4 P.  M.  Lodge  closed  in  due  form. 5 
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Three  different  Lodge  rooms  appear  to  have  been 
occupied  from  1817  to  1829.  The  first  was  “Solomon 
C.  Prouty’s  Assembly  Room”,  which,  subsequently, 
seems  to  have  been  owned  or  controlled  by  a“Bro.  Ray- 
mond,” and  still  later  by  “Bro.  Russell  Clark.”  The 
building  stood  upon  the  site  now  described  as  the  cor- 
ner of  Main  street  and  Park  Place,  and  was  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  night  of  the  30th  and  morning  of  the  31st 
of  December,  1855. 

“The  upper  rooms  of  Mr.  Stone’s  house”  do  notap- 
pear  to  have  been  used,  for  in  1822  removal  was  made 
from  “Bro  Russell  Clark’s”  rooms  to  “the  house  occu- 
pied by  Mercy  Doty.”  This  house,  for  a long  time 
known  as  “The  Bull’s  Head,”  occupied  the  site  where 
Flood’s  Exchange  now  stands.  The  last  removal  was 
to  the  room  for  which  the  terms  of  rent  were  adjusted, 
in  Dec.  1825,  with  “Bro.  (Darius)  Sherrill,”  and  that  was 
in  the  Coffee  House. 

“The  Dwelling  House  of  Salmacius  Bardwell”  was 
at  Kingsbury  Street,  and  “the  house  of  Wm.  Colvin, 
Esq.,”  was  in  the  north-west  part  of  the  town. 

Both  Washington  and  Livingston  Lodges  held  their 
regular  communications  monthly,  although  “extras,”  as 
they  were  termed,  were  of  very  freciuent  occurrence. 

The  hour  of  meeting  was  usually  fixed  at  “4  P. 
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M.,”  although,  from  the  amount  of  business  they  appear 
to  have  transacted,  their  sessions  must  frequently  have 
been  protracted  to  a very  late  hour. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  Masonic  Lodges 
flourished  in  the  town  of  Kingsbury  from  1820  to  1829. 
Also,  that  Livingston  Lodge  was  instituted  in  Kings- 
bury five  years  before  the  first  Post-office  was  estab- 
lished therein. 

The  third  Masonic  institution  in  the  town  of  Kings- 
bury was  Sandy  Hill  Lodge,  No.  372,  F.  & A.  M.  The 
organization  of  this  Lodge  was  authorized  by  a Dis- 
pensation granted  by  Most  Worshipful  Joseph  D. 
Evans,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  April  10,  A.  L.,  5855,  upon  the  petition  of  Orville 
Clark,  Charles  White,  Luther  Wait,  Henry  G.  Breese, 
James  Culver,  Seth  Smith,  John  H.  Beach,  Almon  Clark 

and  others. 

The  first  communication  of  this  Lodge  was  held 
April  12,  1855,  at  which  time  the  entire  membership 
was  twenty.  Seven  Master  Masons  and  three  Fellow 
Crafts  ware  made  while  the  Lodge  was  working  U.  D. 

A Warrant  was  granted  by  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  June  following,  although  the  instrument  bears 
date  July  4,  A.  L.,  5855.  The  Lodge  was  duly  consti- 
tuted and  its  officers  installed  by  Worshipful  C.  Gran- 
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ville  Smith  and  Worshipful  Ebenezer  Wadsworth  on 
the  19th  day  of  June,  A.  L.,  5855.  It  is  worthy  of  spec- 
ial note  that  Worshipful  Ebenezer  Wadsworth  was  the 
same  venerable  Bro.  who  installed  the  officers  of  Liv- 
ingston Lodge,  No.  28,  in  1817.  Up  to  this  time,  June 
15th,  1899,  three  hundred  and  ninety  members  of 
Sandy  Hill  Lodge  have  subscribed  their  names  to  its 
By-Laws.  Its  present  membership  comprises  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two  Master  Masons  and  three  Entered 
Apprentices. 

The  first  Lodge  rooms,  occupied  by  this  organiza- 
tion, were  in  the  old  Eagle  Hotel,  and  were  destroyed 
by  fire  Dec.  30-31,  1855.  Rooms  were  then  procured 
in  Harvey’s  Brick  Row,  now  Clements’  Block.  From 
this  place  removal  was  made,  in  Feb.  1866,  to  a new 
building  which  had  just  been  completed  by  Bro.  A.  B. 
Davis,  and  which  bore  upon  its  front  a large  marble 
tablet  inscribed  “Masonic  Hall.”  Those  beautiful 
rooms  were  destroyed  in  that  devastating  conflagration 
early  in  the  morning  of  October  11,  1876.  Bro.  Davis 
at  once  set  about  the  erection  of  another  building,  now 
known  as  Cronkhite’s  Block,  upon  the  same  site,  in 
which  were  constructed  the  rooms  which  Sandy  Hill 
Lodge  has  continued  to  occupy  every  since  their  com- 
pletion.

E.  Hand,  E.  Howard  Crocker,  Geo.  W.  L.  Smith, 
Charles  C.  Smith,  James  Brannan  and  Edgar  Wetmore. 

The  first  convocation  of  this  Chapter  was  held  Dec. 
15, 1865.  On  Feb.  T,  1866,  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ter of  the  State  of  New  York  granted  the  Warrant  em- 
powering Companions  John  William  Wait,  High  Priest; 
Sylvanus  H.  Kenyon,  King;  Madison  Cornell,  Scribe, 
and  their  successors  in  office  to  hold  a Chapter  at  Sand}’’ 
Hill  under  the  name  or  style  of  Sandy  Hill  R.  A.  Chap- 
ter, No.  189.  Every  since  its  organization  this  Chap- 
ter has  continued  to  hold  its  convocations  in  the  rooms 
occupied,  from  time  to  time,  by  Sandy  Hill  Lodge. 

The  whole  number  of  names  subscribed  to  the  By- 
Laws  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  the  present 
membership  comprises  seventy.
